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Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments provided in the appeal brief filed 6/6/2006 have been fully 
considered and are persuasive. The rejections of the claims have been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-4 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Kanda et al 
(US 5,060,515) discloses the communication system as described in the previous office 
actions. Kanda discloses a coefficient outputting means comprising a difference 
outputting means, an averaging means and a peak detector as stated in column 7, lines 
49-66. However, the difference output means of Kanda does receive cross correlation 
coefficients as an input as claimed. The coefficients are output after peak detection. 
Shibuya et al (W099/14914) [Shibuya et al (US 6,490,010) is provided as a translation 
of W099/14914] discloses receiving an RF signal via antenna 2 on figure 2. The 
received signal is input to a fine control AFC circuit 31 in figure 8. The fine control AFC 
circuit comprises a correlation coefficient calculator 36, a differential detector 35, an 
averager 37 and a peak detector 38. These components are described in column 17, 
line 46 to column 18, line 6. However, the correlation calculator 36 receives an input 
from the differential detector 35. Therefore, Shibuya does not disclose each of the 
limitations stated in claims 1-4.
